June 
1. — Indications 


point to a general and immediate tie-up 
of the entire line of the Cincinnati, 
Kew Orleans and Texas . Pacific rail- 
road. The first strike will be that of 
the local switchmen, and it will be 
followed by the cessation of work by 
the other employes of the road. 


Judge Taft's decision, in which he 


refused to interfere with Receiver Kel- 
ton's 10 per cent, reduction, was the 
only thing discussed Thursday night at 
the meeting ot the grievance commit- 
tee, at the Denuison. The members of 
the committee had expected that the 
order would be rescinded, and they 
were mad all over. 
With them met 


representatives of the local Switch- 
men's union, an organisation composed 
«£ the switchmen employed in all the 
Tailroad yards iri the city anci immedi- 
ate vicinity. While the grievance com- 
mittee is powerless to do more than 
make reports to the lodgees, the local 
switchmen's union is a body with pow- 
er to strike at any time. - 


The grievance committee was told 


that the switchmen employed by the 
C., N. O. & T. P., within the Cincinnati 
district, would strike at once. The 
union has a fixed scale of wages, 
known as the Cincinnati scale, and the 
10 per. cent, reduction • reduces 
the 


wages of the Southern's men below the 
scale. Therefore they say they will go 
out, 
and, if necessary, all the roads 


will be tied up until a settlement "is 
reached. 
That 
was 
decided upon 


Wednesday night, and the strike will 
undoubtedly be declared Friday or Fri- 
day evening. 


The employes of the road awaited 


the decision of Judge Taft before 
taking concerted action, but they have 
put in the time getting ready. The 
American Railway union, the organi- 
sation which recently won the .strike 
on the Great Northern, has secured a 
large, number of members along the 
line. If the local organizations of en- 
gineers, firemen, brakemen, conduc- 
tors and trainmen do not take imme- 
diate action and order the men out, 
the union, it is proposed, will step in 
and take charge and authorize a strike.

BRAZIL, Ind., June 1.—The proclama- 


tion of Gov. Matthews insisting on the 
sheriffs of the counties in Indiana 
where the miners are showing a riot- 
ous disposition enforcing; order hns hud 
a good effect here. Sheriff Long, of 
this county, said he would enforce the 
law and disperse all bodies congregated 
to stop trains. A letter was received 
by a prominent miner from Presi- 
dent McBride admonishing- the men to 
keep orderly, and assuring them that 
the end of the strike was in'sight. The 
slack which has been diligently guard- 
ed by Rosedalo miners and their wives 
for the past two weeks was taken to 
Chicago Thursday, and no resistance 
.was offered by the strikers. A crowd 
of strikers pushed a box car off the side 
track on to the main line of the Van- 
dalia Thursday night and stopped a 
freight, and examined it to see if coal 
•'was being concealed in the box cars.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Thursday Sen- 


ator Sherman, addressed the senate~bn 
the tariffbiU. 
Mr. Sherman showed 


that the government had never resort- 
ed to a. direct tax bwt twico-on.ee dur- 
ing the war with England and once 
during the rebellion. The great bulk 
—almost all—-of the revenues were re- 
ceived fi-om nixes on imports, amount- 
ing since the .formation of the govern- 
ment to 87,131,000,000. 
The internal 


revenue tax, established from the Tear 
period, was found to be easily colleoted 
and not bu:rdensome, and was only re-r 
tained because it provides the funds 
equal to the< amount annually paVd for 
pensions. 


In Ohio it'ivas found that the. taxa- 


tion forty years ago was behind the 
list, and the state was constrained to 
levy taxes to supply revenues. The in- 
come tax was a direct tax, and ought, 
he thought, to be left to the states. 


Eeferring to the old time policy of 


the democratic party, -Mr. Sherman 
said that the senator from Alabama 
(Mr. 
Morgan) Tiafti said at one time that, 


he thought it a question of doubt, on 
the whole, whetlher the discovery of 
coal and iron in Alabama would prove 
a blessing bo His people, as it would in- 
terfere with the raising of cotton an*l 
increase the prfee of labor. 


Mr. Morgan denied ever baring maxle 


this statement, but Mr. Sheirman said 
he whs sure he could find it. 


Continuing, Mr. Sherman, said he 


•was glad of the development of the 
south; it was a good sign and showed 
that that section of the country was 
prospering- as it should. The republic- 
an party and the people of the west 
were indebted to the senatoi-s from the 
south for the duty that had been given 
011 coal and iron. They would not 
have been granted, he believed, had 
not coal and iron been discovered in 
the south. The duties on coal and iron 
were not revenue duties, but intended 
for protection; and he believed the, 
democrats •would be frank enough to 
admit it. 
• 


Mr. Sherman took up Mr. Voorhees' 


speech of April 2 last, in which the 
statement was made that immediately 
following.the passage of the McKinley 
act the wages of the workmen in the 
iron and steel mills of Pennsylvania 
were greatly reduced; that bloodshed 
followed; that the' bill was drawn in 
the interest of the iron manufacturers, 
and denied the conclusions drawn by 
Mr. Voorhees. 


Mr- Sherman presented figures to 


show that the MeKinley act reduced 
the dnties on iron, and that the reduc- 
tion in wages was because of the re- 
duction, for the workirigman always 
felt the effect of reduced duties on 
manufactured articles. He denounced 
the employment of Pinkertons, but 
took strong exceptions to Mr. Voor- 
hees' statements that these riots were 
the outgrowth of the passage of the 
McKinley act.

If when congress met the tariff bill, 


had been taken up and discussed as a 
financial question, there would have 
been no trouble on the republican side 
of the chamber. 
Had an impartial 


committee of both houses gone over it, 
the bill woiild have been passed in 
thirty days.

He believed in a surplus always in- 


stead of a deficiency. A surplus, in; 
public as in private life, was always a: 
blessing. His idea of a model tariff! 
was based largely upon the Merrill; 
tariff bill of 1801. That was not a party; 
measure. The classification was dis- 
tinct and clear. Politics was not dis-, 
cussed with that bill- 


Taking up some of the items in the: 


bill in detail, Mr. Sherman showed that 
those in which the south was interested, 
had good rates of duty, ivhile those in 
the north had low duties, or were on 
the free list. Sugar, for instance, was 
taxed at 40 per cent, and rice at 80 per 
cent., while wool, in which hundreds 
of thousands of people earned their 
living throughout the north and west, 
was on the free list. He would demand 
that this discrimination be wipted out. 
The southern duties were not for reve- 
nue, but for protection. As such he 
believed in them, but he wanted the 
same duty applied to the northern 
products.

DODGE CITY, Kas., May 31.—All com-

Many at 10 o'clock were at work trying 
to save others from drowning. 


The bridges are all under strong 


guard of special policemen. No one is 
allowed to pass from the north to the 
south side of town. The planking on 
'the main streets, Union avenue and 
Victoria avenue, is floating away. The 
cellars of the wholesale houses arc 
flooded, and the damage has already 
reached 373,000. 


There are two washoiitsbetween here 


.and Canon City, and one between here 
and Colorado Springs. No trains will be 
able to reach this city from the north 
or west for at least three days.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 1.—The lost 


wages of the miners now foots up to at 
least §300,000. The loss to operators 
and miners of the Pittsburgh district 
since the shutdown will approximate 
83,500,000. That sum multiplied ten 
times will give an idea of what those 
directly engaged in the bituminous 
coal trade of this country have lost in 
earnings since the strike began. The 
loss to the general business interests 
can not be computed at this time, but 
when secured will emphasize the sus- 
pension a- Hie most injurious of all the 
strikes that this country has ever 
known.

CHICAGO, June 1.—One hundred police 


officers were detailed Thursday morn- 
ing to assist the health department of- 
ficers in the enforcement of the regu- 
lations regarding the vaccination of 
persons and fumigating of houses in 
the infected district of the southwest- 
ern part of the city, ns well as to com- 
pel the removal of any smallpox pa- 
tients. The health officers have been 
threatened and attacked by crowds.of- 
foreigners. The show of force made 
the work Thursday comparatively easy, 
although a horde of men, women and 
children followed the police, hooting.

Though the whole valley is under 
water, the Fraser huving spread out 
into a Vast lake, the tide is crawling- 
up at the rate of an inch every three 
hours. 
At Westminster the 
river 


wharves are submerged. Many cabins : 
along the water front have floated off 
on the tide, and many, poor families 
have lost all their belongings. . 


Points further up the river report 


that the danger increases. At Nico- 
mea island forty-four fine farms arc en- 
tirely underwater. Though much live 
stock has perished, but eight human 
lives are known to have been lost. It 
was a week Wednesday siiiec the Cana- 
dian Pacific has had a train through to 
the coast. 


Annacis island, two miles ubove Xew 


Westminster, is totally submerged. 
Many fine farms formerly dotted the 
island, 
The rancliors were rescued by 


steamboats, but all their stock hus 
gone down the river. All the river 
steamers have been commissioned by 
the government to service in rescuing" 
imperiled persons. 
In the vicinity of 


Ruby the greatest danger is apparent 
nnd several steamers have been dis- 
patched to the district. 
The marks 


of the 1882 flood have already been 
passed at many points. 


DKNVKH, Col., May 31.—Late reports 


from all directions privc accounts of 
heiu'3' rainfall and diunage. 
Rivers 


running through canons have become 
raging torrents and many bridges have 
been swept awuy and trains delayed at 
many points in consequence. 


CANON CITY, Col., May 31.—The rain- 


fall here exccede'd four inches and is 
the heaviest ever known. Doth the 
Rio Grande and Santa Fe tracks cast 
of here are washed out in places and in 
others covered with rocks nnd sand. 


SAMBA, Col., Slay 31.— The storm in 


this vicinity exceeds anything in the 
memory of the oldest inhabitant. The 
Rio Grande railroad is blocked by rock- 
slides, washouts and damage to bridges.

DANVILM;, 111., June 1.—The striking 


miners in the Danville field are on the 
verge of starvation. Relief committees 
are begging of the farmers, The pa- 
tients at the Elizabeth hospital are suf- 
fering, and the strikers refused to al- 
low any fuel to be mined for the sisters 
in charge of the institution. Two hun- 
dred foreign miners are watching the 
Eastern Illinois railway tracks. They 
are determined' to stop all trains car- 
rying coal.

DunociUK, la., .Tune 1.—The effects 


of the coal strike are seriously felt 
here among the manufacturing institu- 
tions and railroads. One factory burns' 
corn, others are using wood, and one 
or two hav.e closed down. The Illinois 
Central railroad, to husband its sup- 
ply, has taken off one train on each di- 
vision. Dealers here have very little 
coal on hand.

DRIVERS TURN TO THE LEFT. 
Bow ft Peculiar Boad Rol* ObMrvwl by 


th« Encllih WM Orl(lnmt*:l. 


"I came near having several collis- 


ions while driving in and about Lon- 
don on a recent visit in England, be- 
cause I couldn't sret the hang- of turn- 
ing- to the left instead of the right 
upon meeting a vehicle, as we do in 
this country," said a globe-trotter to a 
Cincinnati Times-Star reporter a few 
days ago. 
"You know wo always turn 


to the right in this country, and but 
for the vigilance of the English driver 
I would have been mixed np in more 
than one smash up. I asked dozens of 
Englishmen why they had such an 
abominable custom, and not one could 
tell, except that they had always done 
it. One day I stepped into a newspa- 
per office and asked one of the edit- 
ors. He couldn't tell. He appealed to 
a young reporter in the room and the 
boy gave the explanation that in olden 
times the foot traveler passed to the 
right that the shield on the left arm 
might be interposed to ward off a 
treacherous blow, and the right, or 
sword arm, be free to strike. 


"Horsemen, however, usually had 


coats of mail to protect them, and there 
was more safety in being near the an- 
tagonist than in havingto strike across 
the neck of the horse, as would have 
been necessary had they turned to the 
right. When vehicles came in use 
later the drivers instinctively followed 
the old horseback custom and turned 
to the left. And I believe I have found 
why we have fallen into the habit of 
turning to the right. Horses were 
scarce for several generations in this 
country after the first saddles came 
here, and the English custom for foot 
travelers naturally prevailed, for we 
were very English in those early days, 
as you know. We got in the habit of 
turning to the right, and when con- 
veyances became common we kept 
turning to the right, because more 
used to it.

A Scientific Examination of Bonn fram • 


W«li at Mecca. 


A scientific analysis has lately been 


made in England of the Zem-Zem wa- 
ter from the sacred well at Mecca, 
which, according to the Arabs, is the 
well that the angel showed to Hagar, 
and wliose water saved the life of Ish- 
mnel. After reading the results of this 
analysis, one cannot wonder that pil- 
grims who drink the water are fre- 
quently attacked by cholera. 


The 
specimen examined, says the 


Youth's Companion, which was hermet- 
ically sealed in tin bottles forty years 
ago by Sir Richard Burton during his 
visit to Mecca in the disguise of a der- 
vish, contained sixty-nine grains of 
chlorine to the gallon. Water which 
contains so little as nine grains of 
chlorine to the gallon is ordinarily re- 
garded as scarcely fit for human con- 
sumption. 


Moreover, in the case of theZem-Zem 


well, it is believed that the chlorine 
originates from the custom of pouring 
the water over the pilgrims and allow- 
ing it to run back into the well. The 
sacred water was found to possess an 
extraordinary degree of "hardness," 
three times as great as that of average 
water. It also held twenty times as 
much ammonia compounds as drinking 
water should contain. 


No bacteria were discovered, but this 


is accounted for by the fact that the 
water had remained for so long a time 
sealed up in entire darkness. Forty 
years of such confinement had com- 
pletely sterilized it, but the chemical 
impurities remained.

THE BLIND PLANT. 


A Fungoid Growth That Pr«y« Upon th» 


Haraan Eye. 


It may seem strang-e to some but, 


aceordinjr to one of the best opti- 
cians west of the Mississippi, twenty- 
two per cent, of tho fifty or sixty 
thousand blind persons in the United 
States 
were 
rendered so by the 


growth of a remarkable fungus plant 
which seems to be perfectly at home in 
the human eye. 
Tho little plant 


which causes this terrible affliction 
belongs to tlie lowest order of the 
fungi and is a single celled organism 
knowns as a coccus. 
It propagates 


simply by division—that is, a single 
cell, growing to its full size, splits in- 
to two or more, usually four, perfect 
plants, these again subdividing as be- 
fore. 
These plants grow upon the external 


covering of the eye, and soon destroy 
the clear medium so necessary to 
vision. The propagation of the mis- 
chiefmaker is very rapid, and its 
growth an the tissues covering- the eye- 
ball causes mufch irritation, cutting off 
the supply of nutriment,, and re- 
sulting in congestion. 
So far as 


is known it is spread only by infec- 
tion and must be planted directly up- 
on suitable soil before it can grow. 
This, in brief, is what is known as the 
bacterial cause of blindness.
